He  received  a master  of  business 
administration  degree  in  Vienna 
and  worked  as  a merchandising 
executive  in  Vienna,  New  York  City 
and  Seattle  until  1950  when  he  be- 
came special  assistant  to  the  gov- 
ernor of  Washington. 

Later  he  was  assistant  in  the 
White  House  Office,  fiscal  adviser 
to  the  government  of  Bolivia,  vice 
president  of  the  Institute  for  Social 
Science  Research,  research  direc- 
tor of  the  Institu*^e  for  Studies  in 
Federalism  at  Claremont  Men’s 
College. 

FRANK  STANTON  joined  CBS 
in  1935  and  was  elected  president 
in  1946.  He  received  a B.A.  from 
Ohio  Wesleyan  University  and  a 
Ph.D.  from  Ohio  State  University. 

A pioneer  in  radio  research,  he 
has  authored  three  books  and  was 
first  to  develop  and  use  an  auto- 
matic recording  device  in  homes  to 
learn  of  listening  behavior.

Stanton  has  won  four  George  Fost- 
er Peabody  awards  and  several 
medals  for  his  developments  in 
radio  and  television  programming 
for  better  political  and  internation- 
al understanding.

C-v  plcteBYU 
Accreditation 
Will  Continue 

Full  accreditation  of  BYU  by  the 
Northwest  Association  of  Second- 
ary and  Higher  Schools  will  con- 
tinue according  to  an  official 
statement  issued  today  by  Dr.  Earl 
C.  Crockett,  academic  vice  presi- 
dent of  BYU. 

DR.  CROCKETT'S  full  state- 
ment follows: 

“Recently,  in  accordance  with 
the  established  procedure  for  all 
member  universities,  a visiting 
team  from  the  Northwest  Associa- 
tion for  Secondary  and  Higher 
Schools  was  on  the  BYU  campus. 
The  team’s  report  will  be  made  to 
the  Higher  Commission  of  the  As- 
sociation next  December  which  in 
turn  will  submit  a report  to  Brig- 
ham Young  University,  including 
suggestions  for  improvement.  An 
important  function  of  the  accredit- 
ing association  is  to  constructively 
suggest  changes  which  can  streng- 
then even  the  strongest  institu- 
tions.” 

“Brigham  Young  University  has 
been  fully  accredited  by  the  North- 
west Association  (the  official  ac- 
crediting regional  agency)  for 
many  years  and  will  continue  to  be 
so  accredited.  The  school’s  accredi- 
tation was  in  no  sense  placed  in 
jeopardy  by  the  recent  visit  of  the 
inspection  team. 

IN  FACT  THE  HIGHER  Com- 
mission of  the  Northwest  Associa- 
tion had  such  confidence  in  the 
over-ali  strength  of  Brigham 
Young  University  that  merely  a 
small  team  came  to  the  campus  to 
observe  certain  parts  of  the  school, 
principally  the  new  program  dev- 
eloped since  the  team’s  last  visit 
ten  years  ago.” 

Dr.  Crockett  also  is  chairman  of 
the  Higher  Commission  of  the  As- 
sociation, but  did  not  issue  his 
statement  in  that  capacity.  He  did 
not  participate  in  the  BYU  study 
because  of  his  connection  with  the 
school.

U.S.  and  South  Vietnamese  ships 
and  planes  drove  the  100-ton  freig- 
hter ashore  on  the  Cau  Mau  Pen- 
insula Tuesday  night  and  it  blew 
up  and  broke  in  two.  The  port  of 
origin  remained  undetermined,  but 
military  officials  said  this  was  the 
most  important  interception  of  sea- 
borne arms  since  a huge  cache 
was  recovered  from  a 135-foot 
craft  sunk  on  the  central  coast  Feb. 
16,  1965. 

POLITICAL  TENSIONS  again 
menaced  the  war  effort.  Fresh 
Buddhist  agitation  was  reported 
against  Premier  Nguyen  Cao  Ky’s 
military  government  in  units  of 
the  Vietnamese  army  in  the  1st 
and  2nd  Corps  areas,  the  country’s 
northern  districts.  Ky  repeated  to 
newsmen  his  prediction  of  last  Sat- 
urday that  he  will  remain  power 
at  least  another  year. 

Defense  Secretary  Robert  S. 
McNamara  told  the  Senate  Foreign 
Relations  ' Committee  in  Washing- 
ton that  political  disorder  in  South 
Viet  Nam  has  reduced  the  ef- 
fectiveness of  U.S.  military  opera- 
tions. He  added,  however,  that  this 
“reduced  effectiveness  in  recent 
weeks  . . . will  terminate  shortly.” 

MCNAMARA  SAID  that  if  Am- 
erican troops  had  not  been  rushed 
in,  the  Communists  would  have 
overrun  South  Viet  Nam,  butchered 
thousands  and  brought  turmoil  to 
all  of  Southeast  Asia. 

McNamara,  pulling  secret  re- 


ports from  his  arsena  of  statistics, 
told  the  Senate  Foreign  Relations 
Committee  the  Viet  Cong  “is  losing 
what  support  it  had  from  the  popu- 
lation.” 

ALSO,  he  said,  heavy  pounding 
from  ground  and  air  has  dented 
the  enemy’s  morale  and  expecta- 
tions of  victory. 

BUT  STILL,  he  said  the  “domin- 
ant theme”  of  war  and  peace  in 
Viet  Nam  is  what  he  saw  as  a 
“firm  decision”  by  the  North  Viet- 
namese to  intensify  the  war. 

McNamara  based  this  judgment 
on  a continuing  flow  of  men  from 
the  north— at  a rate  of  about  4,500 
men  a month'.
